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Year in review: Plane crash among top stories

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally predicted in January 
1990 there would be a lot of 
changes in the city during the 
year. 

That prediction came true. 

The following events took 
place in the city in 1990: 

January 

• Michigan State police be- 
gan to search for a suspect who 
was believed to be responsible 
for the rapes and slayings of 10 
area women. 

• City officials began ex- 
pressing concerns about an en- 
vironmental impact study 
drafted for the Metro Airport. 
The study centered on a series 
of expansion plans proposed 
for the airport. 

• State officials announced 
the city would receive a 
$192,000 Michigan Recreation- 
al Bond Grant. 

February 

• A 46-year-old Wayne resi- 
dent was charged with robbing 
$8,000 from a Romulus credit 
union. James Joseph Knoff Jr. 
was arraigned before U.S. 
Magistrate Virginia Morgan 
Feb. 9. 

• A 17-year-old Romulus 
teen-ager was bound over to 
Circuit Court and charged with 
sexual assault of a 15-month- 
old girl. Marcael Mario Dixon 
appeared before 34th District 
Court Judge Henry Zaborowski 
for a preliminary exam. He 
was charged with first-degree 
criminal sexual conduct. 

• Alternative funding ideas 
were discussed for the con- 


troversial Ecorse Creek drain- 
age proposal. 

• A 20-year-old Flat Rock 
man was arrested after 
allegedly attempting to run 
down a 61-year-old Romulus 
man with a car. David Alexan- 
der was charged with assault 
with an automobile Jan. 30. 

March 

• A senior citizen housing 
project proposed for Wayne 
Road at Goddard received con- 
ditional approval from the U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 

• The Urban Bible Institute 
makes a home in Romulus at 
Beverly Road. 

• Residents found their 
homes invaded by flood wa- 
ters. Flood waters reached the 
7-foot mark at Wayne Road and 
Interstate-94. 

• City officials announced a 
lawsuit against Wayne County 
for allegedly releasing airport 
flood water into city drainage 
and sewage systems. The law- 
suit included three counts 
against the city: nuisance, 
trespassing and breach of con- 
tract. 

• Milatz Lawn and Leisure 
closed after 70 years. 

• A policy outline was 
approved for the Romulus 
Adolescent Health Center. 

• Trial proceedings begun for 
two men charged with 
splashing a Taylor woman with 
gasoline. The men were 
Brownstown residents James 
Camilli, 39, and Vester Lee 
Mills, 24. 

April 

• James Camilli and Vester 
Lee Mills were found guilty of

• Gov. James Blanchard 
signed a state environmental 
bill in Romulus. The cleanup of 
a hazardous waste dump near 
Wick Elementary School was 
among the projects to be 
funded. 

May 

• Reminders went out to re- 
turn U.S. Census forms. Romu- 
lus had a 71 percent overall 


rate of return. 

• Romulus School Superin- 
tendent William Bedell 
announces the district will go 
put-of,-fornjula July 1, 1990. 
f ' • A 26-year-old Romulus man 
was charged with second- 
degree murder in the death of 
his infant son. Michael 
Anthony May was arraigned 
before 34th District Court 
Judge Henry Zaborowski.

"She 
is constantly involved with 
helping the children indi- 
vidually. She even takes two 
or three to lunch with her ev- 
ery day to give them extra 
attention.” 

Nominating a teacher is a 
long process, according to 


Connon. The first nomination 
goes to the district. District 
officials pick three nomina- 
tions, which are then sent to 
Wayne County School offi- 
cials. 

"The county narrows the 
list down to one name which 
will go to the State in Septem- 
ber,” Connon said. 

Raspberry won the state ti- 
tle in 1976. She now has a part- 
ner, Pat Hebert, assisting her 
kindergarten class of 50 stu- 
dents. 

"We’ve been working with 
the kids on phonics skills,” 
Raspberry said. "1 enjoy 
working with Pat. It’s like a 
team effort.”

Wayne resident dies 
in local car crash

A 15-year-old male Wayne re- 
sident died Dec. 23 as a passen- 
ger in a fatal car crash in 
Romulus on Van Born west of 
Middlebelt. 

The driver of the vehicle, a 
17-year-old male Wayne resi- 
dent in serious condition at 
Annapolis, was speeding too 
fast on icy roads around 12:40 
p.m., according to Romulus 
Sgt. Joseph Wedesky. 

"The vehicle was travelling 
in and out of traffic,” Wedesky 


said. "The driver lost control 
and spun 360 degrees and slid 
from west bound to east bound 
traffic. The passenger was kil- 
led instantly when an on- 
coming vehicle struck the 
broadside of the car.” 

Wedesky said the car spun to 
the left after it was hit and was 
struck head on by another car. 
All individuals involved in the 
crash were sent to Annapolis 
Hospital. 

The incident is under inves- 
tigation with a possible charge 
of negligent homicide being 
considered, according to 
Wedesky. 


Councilmembers OK 
sidewalk agreement

Romulus councilmembers 
gave their nod of support to 
establish a sidewalk agree* 
ment Dec. 18, targeting new 
commercial and industrial de- 
velopers looking to make a 
home in the city. 

The goal of the agreement is 
to make developers and resi- 
dents aware that sidewalks are 
required in the city. A recent 
sidewalk ordinance was 
approved by councilmembers 
earlier this year, according to 
David Paul, director of build- 
ing, safety and engineering. 

“Basically, the sidewalk 
agreement is to make the de- 
velopers aware they may have 
to put the sidewalks in,” Paul 
said. “The expense of the in- 
stallation will be the responsi- 
bility of the developer.” 

This is the first time the city 
has established such an agree- 
ment, according to Paul. 

The agreement states the 
property owner agrees to in- 
stall sidewalks as required by a 
site plan approved by coun- 
cilmembers. 

The agreement leaves a door 
open for the property owner 
who can’t install the sidewalk 
at the designated time. If this is 
the case, the owner would peti- 
tion the city to defer the re- 
quirement to a later date, 
according to the agreement 


The expense of the 
installation will be the 
responsibility of the 
developer.

If the council decides the 
sidewalks must be installed in 
the interest of public safety, the 
owner will have to put in the 
sidewalks within 120 days after 
a notice is given. If the proper- 
ty owner fails to install the side- 
walk. the city will assess the 
cost to the owner and install the 
sidewalk, according to the 
agreement. 

On Dec. 26, councilmembers 
will decide on a sidewalk 
agreement with AJF Ware- 
house Distributors Inc. AJF 
officials recently constructed a 
new commercial building at 
27849 Wick Road. 

Sidewalks have been only in- 
stalled on the west side of the 
building. 

"They will not be installing a 
sidewalk to the east at this 
time,” Paul said "Under the 
guidelines of the Romulus Side- 
walk Ordinance, approval of 
the contract must be granted 
by the Romulus City Council.”

Sumpter 
officer turns 
‘bobby’

Television cameras rolled 
and radio broadcasts hit the 
airwaves when Sumpter 
Township officer Howard Frye 
made history in Derbyshire, 
England. 

Frye was turned into an in- 
stant celebrity when he be- 
came the first honorary const- 
able of the 1,800-member Der- 
byshire Constabulary. The 
chief constable presented Frye 
with a British bobby’s helmet, 
tunic and trouser and a souve- 
nir truncheon (billy club) to 
bring home to Sumpter Police 
:Chief Clinton Brown. 

“During my first visit to En- 
gland to visit my wife’s family, 
:I brought some police patches 
to the local police station,” 
Frye said. “I met off-duty Con- 
stable Ian Loomes, who is a 
community liaison officer, and 
jhe took me on a tour. We be- 
came friends and we’ve kept in 
."touch ever since. On my second 
Jvisit, the local constabulary 
;made me an honorary member 
the first time in history.” 

; In turn, Frye presented a 
Sumpter Township police uni- 
form and identity card to his 
British counterpart, Ian 
jLoomes, who plans to visit the 
•United States next year. Frye 
also presented Loomes with a 
:certificate of appreciation, 

: signed by Brown, for the Brit- 


ish constable’s “outstanding 
contribution in uniting and 
promoting a kindred fellowship 
between law enforcement 
members universally.” 

“After I was made an honor- 
ary constable, I was inter- 
viewed on the radio and televi- 
sion. When I attended a fund- 
raiser for children’s (protec- 
tive) services, the posters for 
the event read, ‘Watch out for 
the real-life American cop,"’ 
Frye said. “Kids came up to 
me and said. ‘I saw you on tele- 
vision. Sometimes, the kids 
were a bit afraid of me because 


of the image of police officers 
in the movies and television 
shows that they watch.” 

Despite some differences, 
police work is the same in both 
countries, the Sumpter 
Township said. Unfortunately, 
drugs and gang violence pla- 
gue the jurisdiction of both de- 
partments. he said. 

“The big difference is that 
we are armed, and the British 
constables aren’t, but that is 
changing. Even though there is 
strict gun control, there are a 
growing number of crimes with 
handguns. They believe that in 


another 10 years, British const- 
ables will also carry weapons,” 
Frye said. “Now, the const- 
ables are only armed when 
they are responding to calls 
where shots have been fired. 
They have a large force and 
they rely on their numbers, 
rather than their weapons.” 

Frye’s British counterparts 
participate in school anti-drug 
education classes, similar to 
our Drug Awareness Resist- 
ance Education program, and 
they have an emergency tele- 
phone service number - 9-9-9, 
rather than 9-1-1.

A fire ripped through a Can- 
ton Township home at 43465 
Proctor Road, east of Sheldon 
Road, killing seven people Dec. 
22 . 

Martin Dellorco, 38, died 
when he tried to rescue his chil- 
dren from the fire which 
started at about 11 p.m. Dead 
are his children: Bonnie, 12; 
Sara, 9: Katie, 8; twins Megan 
and Michael, 5; and Robert, 4. 

Debbie Dellorco, 36, Martin’s 
wife and their 6-year-old son 
escaped unharmed. Two other 
children, Jimmy and Kelly, 
were not home at the time of 
the fire. 

Canton firefighters arrived 
at the scene at 11 : 15 p.m., five 
minutes after receiving a 911 
call from Debbie Dellorco. 

When firefighters arrived, 
they encountered a home en- 
gulfed in flames, according to 
fire Capt. Art Winkel. 

Apparently, a Christmas 


tree fell on the floor and a 
string of lights ignited the fire. 

“There is quite a bit of dam- 
age inside the home,” Winkel 
said. "It took about an hour to 
get the fire under control.” 

Winkel thinks some of the 
children were asleep when the 
fire started. 

Neighbors said Martin and 
Debbie Dellorco were devoted 
to their children. 

A master carpenter, Martin 
mainly worked for himself. He 
recently built an addition to his 
home. 

The Rev. Ernest Pocari of St. 
Thomas ‘A’ Becket Catholic 
Church in Canton asked church 
members for a special second 
collection at each mass on Sun- 
day to help the family pay for 
funeral services and other ex- 
penses. 

Neighbors were also collect- 
ing clothing and food dona- 
tions. Police said a fund was 
being established at a local 
bank. 

The Canton Township Police 
Department is also setting up a 
fund for the family. Donations 
can be sent to Canton Town- 
shipDellorco Fund, 1150 S. 
Canton Center Road, Canton, 
Mich. 48187.

Former treasurer 
for Romulus dies

John Lewkowicz could be 
stubborn. 

• When the former Wayne 
;County drain commissioner 
:Charles Youngblood imposed 
an, administrative fee on work 
on drains taxpayers were 
. already paying for. Lewkowicz 
felt the fees were illegal. 

As the then-city treasurer of 
Romulus, he initiated a lawsuit 
that ultimately reached the 
Supreme Court of Michigan, 
and was eventually decided in 
favor of Lewkowicz and a score 
of local and area municipali- 
ties which had joined together 
in the suit. 

The communities were reim- 
bursed thousands of dollars 
from the county because of 
Lewkowicz’s efforts. 

Lewkowicz, 73, died Wednes- 
day afternoon while his family 


was at his side in Annapolis 
Hospital. 

“Mr. Lewkowicz was one of 
the most honest public officials 
I have had the privilege to have 
worked with and known,” said 
Romulus councilmember Jim- 
mie Raspberry, who was an ac- 
quaintance and later close 
friend of Mr: Lewkowiez's for 
more than 40 years. '“This city 
and area have lost a dedicated 
public official.” 

Lewkowicz’s long career as a 
public servant and political 
career spans over half a cen- 
tury. He served as councilman 
for Romulus and was treasurer 
for four years. He also was a 
former Romulus Township Wa- 
ter and Sewer commissioner. 

Lewkowicz was born and 
raised in Wyandotte and was 
employed at Rockwell Interna- 
tional for 40 years. He was an 
active member of the United 
Automotive Workers.

Area homeless shelter to open

Beginning March 1, the 
Family Center will be opened 
and ready to help those fami- 
lies in need of housing, accord- 
ing to Linda Makowski. direc- 
tor of the center. 

Makowski made the 
announcement last week. She 
announced the center would 
open in March with the target 
date being March 1. The center 
is a new concept in housing for 
the homeless and it is being 
looked upon by other social ser- 
vice agencies across the coun- 
try as a model for homeless 
families. 

An announcement made by 
state officials last week indi- 
cated there would be a 9.2 per- 
cent cut in the state budget for 
the upcoming year. The cut 
could affect the center. 

“We still aren’t sure how 
much it will affect us, but there 
will be some cuts made,’’ Be 
nyo said. 

The center is funded by com- 
munity block grants from 32 
Wayne County communities 


and from various federal and 
state grants. 

Construction of the center, 
which is located in an existing 
buildir" in the Eloise property 
at the corner of Henry Ruff and 
Michigan Avenue, was de- 
layed. The initial target date to 
open was Oct. 1 or late fall. 

The construction delay was 
due to officials and contractors 
putting together all of the con- 
tract language. Both sides 
wanted to make sure all of the 
details, such as completion 
dates and amounts of contracts 
were all accounted for accur- 
ately, according to Benyo. 

But, before any services can 
be rendered, the center is still 
in need of some items which 
officials at the center are hop- 
ing to have donated from peo- 
ple or organizations in the 
Wayne County area. 

Center officials are hoping to 
receive more donations for 
furniture and appliances be- 
fore the doors open in March.

A 3-year-old program geared 
toward motivating students to 
take an, interest, iri.'' education -i 
continues to be a success at 
Romulus Junior High School. 

The program. “Success 
Starts With Me,” was coordin- 
ated by an intervention team 
consisting of the principal, 
counselors, social workers and 
the school psychologist, 
according to Vern Logan, 
seventh grade counselor. 

“Basically, the program was

“Academic wise, students 
who receive an improvement 
on their grade point average 
for thei month' willvbci re- 
warded,” Logan said. 

An assembly will be staged 
at the end of each marking 
period for the students who im- 
prove their grades as a motiva- 
tion for them to continue to 
work hard. 'The students re- 
ceive certificates at the assem- 
bly. 

“We also work with the Busi- 
ness Partnerships for Educa- 
tion," Logan said. “The 
businesses we’ve worked with 
include Aztee Manufacturing, 
Apple Tree Rehabilitation Ser- 
vices, Court Yard by Marriott, 
Merriman Executive Inn, 
Edgewood Tool and Die, 
Romulus Marriott and Wood- 
bridge Corp.” 

About 60 businesses in Romu- 
lus are involved with the part- 
nership program which assists 
district schools to help further 
education for all students 
beyond the classroom.

Traveling plans 

Local athlete takes 
soccer on the road

Unless they have a pretty 
heady travel agent, most col- 
lege students don’t get to visit 
the places Steve Morell has in 
his college career.

Other unique features in- 
cluded: fragrance system, 
select-by-wire automatic 
transmission, indirect interior 
lighting, solar cell-powered in- 
terior ventilation system, auto 
closing door and ergonomics. 

The fingerprint sensitive 
doors are designed to ooen by 



sensing a pre-programmed 
fingerprint, Keller said. 

The auto closing door is a 
mechanical device that will 
close the door if it is slightly 
open. 

The solar cell-powered ven- 
tilation system will keep from 
getting warm on a hot day 
while the car is parked in a lot 
and isn’t running. 

A rotating table, which is 
connected to the rear of a bench 
seat, but is also accessible to all 
of the passengers, will provide 
a place to store cups, and easy 
access to temperature controls 
and the radio.

In an effort to control noise, 
Ford Motor Co. officials are 
building a new railhead and 
moving the current one which 
runs along the east side of the 
Wayne Assembly Plant closer 
to the building, according to 
David Kaplan, manufacturing 
manager of public affairs. 

A railhead is a ramp which is 
used to load vehicles on rail- 
road cars. 

“A railhead is not a building 
more or less, it is a loading 
ramp that allows employees to 
drive the vehicles onto the rail- 
road cars." Kaplan said. 

Until now. the vehicles built 
at the truck plant and the 
assembly plant were loaded on 
the assembly plant ramp. 

“When they re-did the Wayne 
Assembly Plant, the truck 



plant started using the car 
plant’s loading ramp.” he said. 

This caused problems be- 
cause the truck plant couldn’t 
ship as many trucks out of the 
facility. 

This is why the truck plant 
officials decided to build their 
own railhead,” Kaplan said. 

Construction of the new rail- 
head began earlier this fall, 
Kaplan said. So far, construc- 
tion has been slowed. 

Sales for the Ford Bronco, a 
four-wheel-drive vehicle that 
usually sells well this time of 
year, isn’t going welt norord- 


ing to Joel Pitkoff, sales man- 
ger for Ford Motor Co. 

This could also be the reason 
that construction of the rail- 
head isn’t being expedited. The 
plant has been shut down and 
employees laid off three time 
this fall. Employees were also 
given the week before Christ- 
mas, in addition to the tradi- 
tional week between Christmas 
and New Year. 

The assembly plant produces 
the Ford Escort, which re- 
ceived a whole new look for the 
1991 model year, and has been 
selling well despite all of the 
problems in the Middle East, 
which are being blamed for 
poor sales of other vehicles in 
most of the dealer showrooms. 

Another popular vehicle for 
Ford is the Ford Explorer, a 
four-wheel-drive recreational 
vehicle, which was introduced 
earlier this year.
